1. She Boke airport is direotly northwest of the town of Ecke. It consists of s 
largs rectangular plein 6 ka. long and 4 im. wide. A runway about 4 km. long and 50 
meters wide extends diagonally frun the aouthern end to the northermost angle of the 
field. Yerpendicular to and joining this rumwey are six or seven other runways on 


the weet “oward tho Petrovgrad road, which rung alwest parallel to the field at a 
distance of about 200 meters. 


2. Horthwest of the field, at about 200 xetera, there is one of the largest 


sugar factories in Yugoslavia; to the west, near the outskirts of Petrovgrad, there 
is a brick factory.

8. The Eoka Flying School is located at the airport. 4n July 1946 the school 
consisted of two seations = the let and 2nd Bquadrons. School ccmmnder was Maj. 
Zanko or Canko, about 55 years old, & Slovene, believed te be from Ljubljana. 


9. The lst Squadrom was commanded by Capt. Spadir, a Serb, married to a 
Viennese won. He in a skilled pilot who was an eir force officer during the 
reign of King Peter, The squadron had 20 planss of the British “figer" training 
type, with two seats, both bieplanes and single motow planes. The ineignia war 
two red stars on the sides of the fuselage, beneath the lower wing and above the 
urper wings Om the rudder tha Yugoslev fleg was painted with a red star in the 
canter. The motor was flanked by three cylinders om each side, om the same levels 
Ta June 1946 eight of these planes were transferred to the Pencevo Academy and reo 
pisced with seven or elght Yak training plansa. The Yak plane has two seata, one 
moter, and is a monoplens with dual control. 44 1s eimilar te the Spitfires, thut is 
heavier and slightly smiler. It is equipped with a 20 mm. gun, the barrel of 
which is inserted in the propeller rod, and an 8 am. machine gun on the right winge 
The gun on the left wing had bsen removed because the planes were to be used for 
treining. The motor has six or eight oylinders of about 1200 BP. The spsed of the 
planes is about 400 km. an hour when sew. The planes were brought from Yancevo by 
Russian pilots. 


- 20. The staff of the lst Squadron consisted of four second lieutenants. It alec 
included aix or seven HCO’s 22 toe 27 years ofage, former pilots of Pavelich’s air 
forte who attended a flying cout'se in Italy during the wars; ‘aro ground orew members 
without rank who had served firet with King Peter's air forae antl later with Peveliol:’:«: 
air force under the Germans, the ENDH; 26 apecialists, all fram Afrioa (exoapt ona, wu 
had been with the ENDU), without any rank, each of them having a plane except for 
five or six who served in the workshéps. 


-Ll. The 2nd Squadron, commanded by a lieutenant, has oine planes of the dmerioar 
“Harvard” type, two-seater training monoplanes, averaging 350 lax. per hour. They are 
withoyt weapons though the sacesssory installetions are present. 


12, The staff of the 2nd Squadron consisted of two lieutenant pilots formerly of 
the ENDH and «a second lieutenant, a native of Ljubljene, aleo fra the ENDH. Of the 
three nonoommisajonsd pilots, two came from the EXDH and one from Africa, There ware 
thirteen specialists without rank, sore of when had belonged to Pavelich's air force. 


15. The pilot training school had been set up first at the Zemumik airfield near 
Zara, in January 1945, and was transferred to Eoke airfield in {atober of ths came 
year. It wae the firet flying achool eet up in Yugoslavia under Tito. Among those 
who attemded the school were many who had belonged to Pevelich’s air force and had 
then joined the partisans. The refresher course consisted of seven or eight hours 
in the air, after which tha pilots were transferred to the various seotions.. 


14. Beginners took a course consisting of 70-90 flight houre in the figer plenea. 
followed by a few hours in the "Harvard" planes, after which they were given their 
flying licenses and assigned to a section. To be admitted to the course for beginner: , 
the student pilots had te heaye an elementary achool diplome and come from the ranks 
of the partisans. Many university students attended the school. Jn July 1946 there 
were about 70 pupils at the achool, all 20 years old except for one who was only 17. 
They had started their training at <emunik near Zare. : 


16. Students at the Koka achool alec were taught night flying. Each student has 
two hours of night flying ineluding two teke-offs, two landings, and about 20 minutes 
of solo flying. During these flight the field @a illuninated by petroleum lamps. 


16. The following is the school sohedules. 


At 06002 The pupils are reviewed by the Yquedron Commander, who gives flyin: 
inatrustions. Sater each inetructor takes three or four pupila to each of whom he 
gives 40 minutes flying instructions, using the dusl control. Take-offs and landings 
are taught first, and later training is given in alr ecrohaticss 
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At 1800; There are lessons in acordynamics, motors, end mavigation, given 
by flight of floere.

17. The unifores of the officers and specialists are of khaki color, with 
insignia of rank worn on the sleeve, though ia some inatances it is found on the 
‘shoulder. There is a red star of the capo Flight vfficera and non-commissioned 
officers wear silver wings on the left side of their cheat joined by a red stare 
Speoiklists wear no distinctiva insignia. Pupil’s equipment and uniforms were 
furnished by England and ere identioal with that of the RAF. After six monthe 
training the pupils are permitted to wear the insignia of a pilot. 


16, The base salary of officers in from 1800 to 2200 d. per months Sergeants 
receive 600 4, per month, and other higher ranking nou@sommissioned offloera earn 
a little more. The specialists warn only 100 d. per month. Militery personnel 
doing work requiring a rank suporior to the one held receive additional pay. 
Pupils receive 2100 do per montho 


19. Because of the various activities of the Ecka airfield, there is a Service 
Company on tho field oonfketing of about 40 military personne) unmier a Groat Lieu 
tenant and a Folitioal Somniasar officer. 


20. In September 1946 the flight control building was finished, To the left
